SALT LAKE, August 23 —General 


Howard's force in pursuit ot tbe hostile 
Indians passed Pleasant Valley, Idaho, 
ou the 1'Jth, on their way south; went 
is far aouth ou the atage road as Dry 
Greek Stage Station, eight miles south, 
theo turned eastward toward tbe head 
of Camas Creole. The hostile Indians 
bad crossed the range some fifty or 
sixty miles lo the westward, and had 
arrived upon the stage road on the 
17th, tulcmg possession of Hole-in the- 
Book Stage station, twenty-ait miles 
aouth from Pleasant Valley. The In- 
dians destroyed the telegraph 'line in 
that vicinity and stepped the] stages 
and all travel upon the road, »nd were 
in the neighborhood of this' etation 
three days. The Indiant had bt.ca for 
nearly two days without water when 
they arrived upon the stage line, and 
then their stcok was much scattered 
and in a bad condition. They Mopped 
to gather all tbe loose stock aad feed 
the animals, using or destroying all Ihe 
grata at, (ho elation. Destroying all 
property there, including soma I twtnty 
sots of barneis, the Indian! left Holt* 
in-the^Uocfc Station on tho 19th or 
20th, on the appearance of Howard, 
going east or northwest, and surprised 
Howard's men, who had charge of the 
pack mules and loose stook, at daylight 
on tho morning of the 20th, at Camas 
Meadows, which is about twenty miles 
east of the Dry Creak stage station 
The Indians got away with about 100 
of Howard's pack animals, and also 
about 80 horso) belonging to Montana 
volunteers.
